SLATES LOSE IN 
GUUNTY VOTING 


All School Tax Hikes 
Except One Are Ap- 
proved — Florissant 
Mayor Defeated in 
Five-Man Race. 


Candidates backed by city ad- 
ministrations were defeated in 
several hotly-contested races in 
yesterday’s municipal elections 
in St. Louis county. 

Anti-administration slates cap- 
tured the office of mayor or 
key council seats in Kirkwood, 
Florissant and Webster Groves. 
n Ferguson, where an attempt 
to weaken the city manager 
government was charged, op- 
posing groups each won two 
council seats. 

Incumbent mayors were de- 
feated in Crestwood and Warson 
Woods, but elsewhere most in- 
cumbent municipal officeholders 


won re-election, many without 
opposition. 

In the only county-wide vote, 
a@ proposed 5'4-cent tax rate in- 
crease to provide funds for con- 
struction of three special schools 
for handicapped children, was 
passed easily. The unofficial 
vote, with only four precincts un- 
reported, was 52.595 for the in- 
crease and 21,314 against. 


One School Hike Fails. 


In other school elections, voters 
approved all tax rate proposals 
except in the Kirkwood R-7 dis- 
trict, where a requested 36-cent 
rate increase failed to receive 
the necessary two-thirds major- 


ity. 

The Kirkwood city administra- 
tion was routed yesterday when 
William H. Pfitzinger, operator 
of a funeral establishment, was 
eiecter Mavor and his “PRES” 
slate won the three council seats 
at stake, ”" 

Pfitzinger defeated former 
United States Attorney Harry 
Richards by a vote of 4802 to 
3930. Richard: was backed by 
the Kirkwood city hall forces, 
including retiring Mayor William 
L. Berthold. ’ 

Kirkwood Victors. 

Elected to the Kirkwood coun- 
cil were Robert G. Reim, who 
received 4856 votes; Ninian M. 
Edwards, 4648, and Robert E. 
Staed, 4486. 

The defeated administration 
candidates, and their votes, were 
Councilman Don A. Fischer, 
4051; Councilman Fred Farrow, 
3671, and Scott Plaver, 3640. 

Mayor Kenneth Clark of Flor- 
issant was defeated in his bid 
for re-election, running third in 
a five-man race. Winner of the 
office was Henry F. Koch, who 
resigned recently as city clerk, 
a job he had held since 1950. 

Complete unofficial returns 
gave Koch 2338 votes, Roy C. 
Nehrt, 1878; Clark, 1823; Harold 
J. Timmermann, 1022, and Don 
Donahue, 60. 

Now Full-Time Job. 


The bitterly-fought Florissant 
mayoral race resulted from a 
recently-enacted ordinance, which 
was passed over Clark’s veto, 
making the office of mayor a 
full-time position with a salary 
of $10,000 annually and an ex- 
pense account of $125 a month. 
Formerly the mayor received a 
monthly salary of $125 and $125 
expenses. 

Although defeated yesterday, 
Clark is seeking by legal action 
to retain the office for another 
year. He was elected last April 
to a two-year term, but the new 
ordinance had the effect of cut- 
ting his term in half. Clark has

LONDON, April 6 (UPI)— 
Antony Armstrorig-Jones has dis- 
covered that being engaged to 
Princess Margaret is not neces- 
sarily an open sesame to all 
doors. 

When Queen Elizabeth rolled 
through Buckingham Palace 
gates in her horse-drawn car- 
riage yesterday with French 
President Charles de Gaulle, 
Armstrong-Jones tried to follow 
in his small, German-made car. 
Five royal horsemen wheeled 
and headed him off. Eight police- 
men dashed up. - 

“Where do you think you’re 
going?”’ bellowed one policeman. 
“Er ,.. to the palace. I’m 
Tony Armstrong-Jones,”’ said the 
driver. 

The policeman stood at atten- 
tion but said firmly, “I’m sorry 
sir. We have no authority to ad- 
mit anyone.” 

Armstrong-Jones reversed his 
car and found another entrance 
to the palace for a lunch date 
with the princess. 


ARMY IS TESTING 
SUPER - SENSITIVE 
ELECTRONIC EAR 


FORT MONMOUTH, N.J., April 
6 (AP)—An electronic listening 
device so sensitive it could pick 
up radio signals from interplane- 
tary rockets is under testing, the 
Army said today. 

The new super ear was de- 
scribed as, pound for pound, the 
most sensitive listening device 
in history. It is expected to in- 
crease the range of communica- 
tions and radar systems 10 
times, said the Signal Research 
and Development Laboratory. 


The device is called a MASER 
(Microwave Amplification by 
Stimulated Emission of Radia- 
tion). Its heart is a two-carat 
synthetic ruby cooled with liquid 
helium to 452 degrees below 
zero. At that temperature the 
jewel is able to detect and am- 
plify radio signals that are al- 
most imperceptible. 

The 25-pound device may de- 
tect radio “‘beeps’”’ from space 
vehicles millions of miles from 
earth and enable long-range, 
high-angle radar to spot inter- 
continental ballistic missiles

VICTORIAN CLUB 
PADLOCKED BY 
REVENUE AGENTS 


Restaurant and Owner, 
S. A. LoPiccolo, Said 
to Owe $46,000 in 


F ederal Taxes. 


The Victorian Club, a restau- 
rant at 3719 Washington boule- 
vard, has been closed and pad- 
locked by Internal Revenue Serv- 
ice agents, officials reported to- 
day. The service seeks payment 
of $46,000 in delinquent taxes 
allegedly owed by the concern 
and its president, Salvatore A. 
LoPiccolo. The establishment 
was locked last Wednesday. 
Alvin M. Kelley, director of In- 
ternal Revenue in St. Louis, said 
liens filed by the Government 
against the Victorian Club claim 
$22,000 in taxes, consisting most- 
ly of income taxes allegedly due 
for the restaurant’s fiscal years 
of 1953, 1954 and 1956. 

In addition, liens totaling $24,- 
000 have been filed against 
LoPiccolo, records showed. Of 
this sum, $15,000 is for delin- 
quent income taxes allegedly 
owed for the years 1952, 1953 
and 1956. The income was re- 
ceived from the restaurant and 
from the old Fortuna Banana 
Co., in which LoPiccolo was a 
partner. 

The remaining $9000 is for 
withholding taxes which alleged- 
ly were not paid by the banana 
company before it closed in 
1956, and for unemployment tax 
claims. 

The Internal Revenue agents 
also locked up LoPiccolo’s apart- 
ment in the old three-story resi- 
dence containing the restaurant, 
as a step toward collecting the 
taxes allegedly owed by him 
personally. The building is not 
owned by him. 

LoPiccolo said today he is 
hopeful of making a satisfactory 
settlement with the government, 
so he can reopen the restaurant 
after remodeling it. 

LoPiccolo said the tax diffi- 
culties arose after Victorian 
Club, Inc., lent $35,000 to an- 
other restaurant he opened in 
1954 in the 7800 block of Clayton 
road, Richmond Heights. The 
second establishment, known 
first as the S.S. Tahiti and then 
as the Victorian Club West, was 
closed two years later, 

He said the Government re- 
fused to allow the loss claimed 
by Victorian Club, Inc., because 
the second restaurant was a sep- 
arate corporation. Both corpora- 
tions were controlled by the Lo- 
Piccolo family, he said. 

The Victorian Club furnishings 
and those in LoPiccolo’s apart- 
ment were seized as a step to- 
ward selling them if the tax 
liens are not satisfied. 

Operation of the restaurant 
was taken over by LoPiccolo 
in 1949 after the interior had 
been remodeled. The club has 
deep-pile carpets, multiple can-

Flooding on the Mississippi 
river remained at a serious stage 
over a wide area up to 150 miles 
north of St. Louis today, but the 
situation appeared to be easing 
here and along the lower stretch 
of the Missouri river. 

The hardest hit section along 
the Mississippi was a 50-mile 
stretch from Niota, across from 


The river was expected to crest 
at Quincy today. 

The Army Corps of Engineers 
announced at Memphis that 
“there appears no cause for ma- 
jor alarm over floods along the 
Mississippi river from St. Louis 
to New Orleans.” This was based 
on anticipated river stages. 


Some low-lying areas were ex- 
pected to be flooded, including 
farmland near Ste. Genevieve, 
Mo., Kaskaskia island, Cape 
Girardeau and the Miller City- 
Olive Branch district of extreme 
southern Illinois.

WASHINGTON, April 6—While 
Senator John F. Kennedy of 
Massachusetts did nearly as well 
as had been predicted in the 
Wisconsin primary, the feeling 
in this political capital today 
was that the contest for the 
Democratic nomination for Pres- 

ident was still a horse race. 
With Kennedy the favorite, 
Senator Hubert H. Humphrey, 
by showing a greateg strength 
than had been anticipated, was 


ferried across the flood.

Three clubhouse areas on the 
Meramec river in south St. Louis 
county were under water. Three 
persons were rescued from them 
last night by the United States 
Coast Guard. 

The flooding was caused by 
backwater from the Mississippi. 
The areas inundated were Club 
City, near Missouri Highway 21; 
Holzer Park, near Lemay Ferry 
road, and another area at Tele- 
graph road. Most families got 
out before the water began 
rising. 

' The entire 3000 acres of Co- 
lumbia Bottoms, which have 
been recommended as an indus- 
trial park, were under water. 
The Columbia Bottoms road 
ended at Strodtmann and Madi- 
son Ferry roads. Everything be- 
tween there and the Mississippi 
was flooded. 

The Missouri river was flow- 
ing a mile wide between Glas- 
gow and Boonville, carrying 
many acres of topsoil with it. 
Livestock was being removed 
from isolated areas on barges. 
Russell Vandelicht, area en- 
gineer for the Corps of Engi- 
neers at Washington, Mo., esti- 
mated that about 27,000 acres of 
land has now been flooded be- 
tween the Osage river and the 
mouth of the Missouri. About 
12,000 acres had been protected 
by agricultural levees, he said. 
The Osage empties into the 
Missouri about 125 miles above 
St. Louis. 

The Missouri was expected to 
crest tomorrow at Hermann at 
more than seven feet above flood 
stage. Water was rising in the 
town of Mokane, Mo., and about 
15 homes were surrounded by 
high water. 

The Coast Guard was to use 
two helicopters today to survey 
the flood situation in the St. 
Louis area. A search will be 
made for persons or livestock 
possibly marooned by high 
water. 

Water from levee breaks near 
Meyer, Ill., about 130 miles 
north of St. Louis, continued to 
spread over Illinois lowlands to- 
day.

GENEVA, April 6 (UPI)—The 
West said today that Premier 
Khrushchev’s boast of a ‘“fan- 
tastic new weapon”’ in the Soviet 
arsenal made his announcement 
of troop reductions meaningless 
and underlined the necessity for 
ironclad disarmament controls. 
British degelate David Orms- 
by-Gore told the 10-nation dis- 
armament conference that 
Khrushchev’s announcement that 
Russia is cutting its troop 
strength by another 1,200,000 
men in the next two years is 
not a real disarmament meas- 
ure. 

He said the Soviets really are 
only changing the form of their 
striking powers. They are not, 
as they have contended here, 
engaged in any real reduction 
of military might, he said. 
Ormsby-Gore recalled that 
Khrushchev in a speech to the 
Supreme Soviet last Jan. 14 had 
bragged of a “fantastic new 
weapon”’ the Russians are build- 
ng. 

This example of reduction of 
troops without reduction of fire- 
power, Ormsby-Gore said, em- 
phasized the need of interna- 
tional control of ahy disarma- 
ment agreement. 

The British delegate noted 
also that the United States had 
cut its armed forces since World 
War II and that it had taken the 
Soviet Union 17 years to talk 
“of reducing their troop strength 
to the United States level.”

AUTO-FUME SMOG 
CURB ENACTED 
IN CALIFORNIA 


SACRAMENTO, April 6 (AP) 
—The State Legislature last night 
approved a bill requiring anti- 
smog devices on automobile ex- 
hausts in California. 


The Assembly concurred in Sen- 
ate amendments, 57 to 10. The bill 
goes to Governor Edmund 
Brown, who has announced his 
support of it. The Senate passed 
it 34 to 3 yesterday. 

Senator Richards (Dem.), Los 
Angeles, complimented farm 
area senators on “‘the breadth of 
their understanding’ but it was 
clear that many rural members 
voted for the bill to take the 
edge off a Los Angeles campaign 
to reapportion the Senate. 

Every new car would have to 
have a smog suppressor after 
two or more devices have been 
accepted as safe by a state 
board.

JOHANNESBURG, April 6 


(AP) — Justice Minister F. C. 
Erasmus announced today the 
government will re-introduce the 
pass system for non-whites. Op- 
position to the passes touched off 
the nation’s current racial tur- 
moil.

TEXAS HIGH COURT REFUSES 
TO REHEAR DERAMUS CASE 


AUSTIN, Tex., April 6 (UPID— 
The State Supreme Court today 
refused to’ rehear the case of 
Katy Railroad President W. N. 
Deramus III because it doubts 
that a Dallas trial judge will jail 
him for contempt of court. 


Deramus was held in contempt 
by District Judge W. L. Thorn- 
ton of Dallas after Katy trains 
blocked the entrances to the Nev- 
hoff Brothers meat packing plant 
in 1956. 


He was assessed a $4000 fine 
and 240 days in jail. 

*“‘No trial judge will attempt 
to enforce an order that we have 
held to be void and direct con- 
finement thereunder,’”’ a written 
opinion by Justice Frank P. Cul- 
ver said. “If this should occur, 
it would be the first time in the 
history of Texas jurisprudence 
so far as we know.”

CEYLON TO BE REPUBLIC 


Police moved into an African 
hostel at Lamontville in the Dur- 
ban area this morning and con- 
fiscated clubs, axes, picks, sharp- 
ened pieces of steel and three 
pistols. Negroes had held the 
hostel since Monday night. The 
take-over owas accomplished 
without gunfire or injury. 

African Killed. 

Last night in Lamontville one 
African was shot and killed and 
four wounded as police battled a 
crowd of 1000 which was trying 
to take reprisals against Negroes 
returning from work. 


Appeals for the government to 
negotiate wit hresponsible Negro 
leaders and to moderate its strict 
racial policies came from lead- 
ers of business, church and the 
Opposition United party.

Underlining its determination 
to give no ground, the govern- 
‘ment last night won overwhelm- 
‘ing Senate approval of’a bill to 
outlaw the two leading Negro 
political organizations, the Pan 
Africanist Congress and the more 
moderate African National Con- 
gress. The only two votes in 
opposition were cast by the two 
white members of the Senate 
representing Africans. 

The bill, passed earlier by the 
House of Assembly, becomes law 
as soon as formalities of publica- 
tion are completed, probably by 
the end of the week. 

Opposition to Race Policies, 

Calls for a softening of the

BEDFORD, Mass., April 6 
(UPI)—Sputnik III burned up in 
the earth’s atmosphere today 
after making more than 10,000 
revolutions around the earth in 
the last 23 months, the - Na- 
tional Space Surveillance Con- 
trol Center said today. 

According to calculations at 
the center, the satellite disinte- 
grated after passing into the 
“danger zone”’ of below 62 miles, 
where the earth’s atmosphere 
would burn it out. 

Sputik III was launched from 
Russia on May 15, 1958. The 
Surveillance center said the 
satellite pérished either in the 
last half of its 10,035th revolu- 
tion around the earth or in the 
first half of its 10,036th revolu- 
tion. It could not predict where 
the satellite burned. 


ANTI-RED COMMENTATOR 
QUITS CUBA FOR EXILE IN U.S, 


MIAMI, Fla., April 6 (AP)— 
Luis Conte Aguero, Cuban radio 
commentator whose anti-Com- 
munist sentiments aroused the 
ire of Prime Minister Fidel 
Castro, flew to exile in the 
United States today. 

After 12 days’ asylum in the 
Argentine Embassy in Havana, 
Conte Aguero was escorted to 
the airport there today by Ar- 
gentine A Jott babe Julio 
Amoedo and put aboard a plane 
for Miami.

What will most concern poli- 


ticians ‘is the part that religion | 


played in the Wisconsin results. 
Kennedy, a Roman Catholic, won 
significant victories in areas 
with a large \‘atholic population 
that aofmally vote Republican. 
This means that in the Wisconsin 
primary, ‘where the voter may 
request either a Republican or 
a Democratic ballot regardless 
of his party allegiance, consid- 
erable numbers of Catholics 
crossed over to vote for Ken- 
nedy. 
Advance Estimates. 


It would seem to verify ad- 
vance estimates that four out 
of five Catholic voters would 
vote for Kennedy regardless of 
party. The uncertain element of 
the crossovers worried Humph- 
rey as he fought an uphill bat- 
tle. All advance indications were 
that Protestants would show 
nothing like the same loyalty 
to Humphrey in making their 
choice. 

It is the factor of the open 
primary with crossing over per- 
mitted that makes Wisconsin an 
uncertain barometer. Kennedy’s 
rivals will argue that it was no 
test. at all, since the choice may 
have been determined by Repub- 
licans rather than Democrats. 

Kennedy replies with the claim 
that he has often made privately 
to the effect that his religion 
would be an advantage rather 
than a handicap if he were the 
Democratic nominee. It would 
serve to win back voters who 
left the Democratic fold. This 
will be debated with increasing 
heat in the weeks leading up to 
the Democratic convention which 
opens in Los Angeles on July 11. 


No Campaign by Nixon. 


Nixon did not campaign in 
Wisconsin at all. ‘His one appear- 
ancé:was at a Republican fund- 
raising dinner in Milwaukee in 
February before interest in the 
contest had developed. He has 
made it known that he will not 
campaign in any of the states 
with primary elections since he 
is unopposed for the Republican 
nomination. 

But reports from Wisconsin in 
the last week before the primary 
deeply disturbed those planning 
startegy with the Vice President. 
A team of Wall Street Journal 
reporters who spent several 
weeks in the state reported that 
he was iff serious trouble and 
would run third—perhaps a oor 
third.

WASHINGTON, April 6 (AP) 
~The House opens debate today 
on a controversial 
aimed at high-ranking military 
men who retire from the Penta- 
gon only to return as employes 
of a defense contractor. 

The bill’s backers hope it will 
curb any influence such officers 
might have on the manner in 
which the nation’s defense budg- 
et is spent. 

A hot floor fight is expected, 
mainly over the degree to which 
influence peddlers should be 
punished. 


The only penalties in the bill 
reported out by the Armed 
Services Committee provide for 
loss of retirement pay for any 
officer who sells to the Govern- 
ment within two years of his re- 
tirement and make him subject 
to court-martial. 

Representative F. Edward 
Hebert (Dem.), Louisiana, chair- 
man of & subcommittee that in- 
vestigated the situation, wants to 
fix criminal penalties for both 
the officers and the contractors 


who hire them. 


His Second Failure. 
Hebert failed yesterday for 
the -second time in an attempt 
to have his amendment written 
into the committee bill, but 
promptly announced he would

However, Representative Paul 
J. Kilday (Dem.), Texas, said he 
would seek to have Hebert’s 
amendment declared out of 


order. 


Hebert mustered 10 votes for 
his proposal yesterday in what 
amounted to a major rebellion 
against Chairman Carl Vinson 
(Dem.), Georgia.

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PULP PRICE PACTS 


MONTREAL, April 6 (AP)— 
A special federal prosecutor says 
documents seized from 17 pulp 
and paper companies charged 
with price-fixing showed ‘‘a pat- 
tern of price decisions.” 

Dollard Dansereau presented 
this argument Monday before 
Superior Court Justice Harry 
Batshaw. The companies are 
charged with conspiracy to fix 
prices paid for pulpwood in Que- 
bec, Ontario and New Brunswick

Communications Com mission 
told broadcasters yesterday that 
they are not doing all they can 
to eliminate excessive violence 
from television shows. 

Frederick W. Ford, who three 
weeks ago replaced John CG 
Doerfer as FCC head, also 
warned that the Government 
agency will take “swift action” 
if necessary to avoid a repeti- 
tion of deceptive practices in 
quiz shows. 

Ford told the annual conven- 
tion of the National Association 
of Broadcasters: that events of 
the past year “sharply pointed 
up the need for greater licensee 


payola, 
stations’ obligation to meet local 
community needs. 

Ford said he hestitated to 
speak to broadcasters about pro- 
gram content, but that “public 
comment and complaints about 
excessive violence have... 
reached such proportions” that 
he felt compelled to bring up 
the subject. 

He quoted this testimony 
given at a recent FCC hearing 
on programming by a represen- 
tative of the National Congress 
of Parents and Teachers! 

“. . « In the fertile minds of 
children are implanted the seeds 
of violence, trickery and cor- 
ruption and the idea that as long 
as justice triumphs in the end, 
the means used to attain it mat- 
ters little, if at all.” 

Further Action Urged. 

Ford said broadcasters had 
“faced this issue squarely in the 


that the television set has for the 
children and youth of this coun- 


try, I cannot help but feel that 
all that needs to be done in this 
area is not being done. .. .”” 

Ford commended the industry 
for promptly removing from the 
air quiz shows shown to use de- 
ceptive practices. However, he 
said, the commission felt it nec- 
essary to propose rules and leg- 
islation to avoid a repetition and 
to hold persons outside the juris- 
diction of the commission crimi- 
nally responsible for such de- 
ceptions. 

Pledges Swift Action. 

“I am gure it is everyone’s 
wish that the situation will not 
arise requiring their application, 
but if it does it will be met with 
swift action since deceptions of 
this nature are wrong and inde- 
fensible,” he said. 

Ford said replies to an FCC 
questionnaire showed 4131, or 88 
per cent of radio and TV sta- 
tions, stated that they either re- 
ceived no payola or that it was 
limited to free records which 
were not so announced, 

“This leaves 515, or 11 per 
cent, of the stations on the air 


in which the station or its em-' 


ployes had received cash or 
other consideration for broad- 
casting material without the re- 
quired announcement having 
been made,” he said.

BONN, April 6 (AP) — The

The sharp diplomatic note 
was handed by Ambassador 
Hans Kroll to the Soviet For- 


eign Officei n Moscow. The Bonn 


government announced the ac- 


tion and made the text of the |

It said that Khrushchev dur- 
ing his recent visit to France 
had sought ‘‘to give the French 
public a completely - distorted 
picture of the political attitudes 
of the German public and the 
German government.’’ Khrush- 
chev repeatedly assailed what 
he called rising militarism in 
West Germany. 

The Soviet Premier sought to 
create the impression in his pub- 
lic utterances in France, the note 
said, “that the Federal Govern- 
ment and in particular the Chan- 


cellor (Adenauer) harbored Fas- |

the new friendship between West 
Germany and France. 


“But his campaign of slander 
did not achieve its aims,”’ the 
note added. ‘‘The Federal Gov-

Fightingest Fish 


A reader asks for an opinion 
as to the “fish that puts up the 
hardest battle when taken on 
hook and line.”” Without much 
hesitation we would pick three 
different species as fulfilling 
the requirements, but it would 
be extremely difficult to draw 
the fine line of fighting ability 
that each displays. 

The No. 1 fish on the list 
would no doubt be the small- 
mouth bass. The smallmouth 
deserves this rating in the 
opinion of the majority of an- 
glers because it is a doughty 
scrapper. It is a fine table fish 
as well. 

The smallmouths in the 
Ozarks are almost a vanishing 
species. Before high dams 
stilled it, White river was per- 
haps the most famous small- 
mouth stream in the entire na- 
tion. The Current and the 
Eleven Points also were noted 
for this species, but, although 
neither stream has _ been 
dammed, these fish are becom- 
ing scarcer each year. 

The Conservation Commission 
has taken cognizance of this 
fact and smallmouth are now 
protected from March 1 to May 
29 except in the following im- 
poundments: Bull Shoals, 
Clearwater, Lake of the Ozarks, 
Norfork, Table Rock and Tan- 
eycomo. The March 1]-to-May 
29 closed season on the taking 
of smallmouth bass does not 


apply to the Big Niangua river 
proper between Charity Bridge 
on Route M in Dallas county 
and the Lake of the Ozarks in 


| Camden county. 


There are two varieties of 
these fishes in Missouri. The 
northern smallmouth bass is 
found in the north-flowing 
Ozark streams and the creeks 
that enter the Mississippi. The 
other variety, the Neosho 
smallmouth, lives in the south- 
Both 


lunging aquatic acrobats that 
are every inch fighters, They 
break water time after time 
and sulk on the bottom when 
it is to their advantage. They 
have many nicknames but 
“tiger bass’ better fits these 
savage-surging fish. 


Grindle No. 2 


The other two species select- 
ed for their fighting ability are 
far down on the list of edibil- 
ity, but they are battlers that 
don’t stop until they escape or 
go in the fisherman’s net. 

The No, 2 epot, if there is a 
difference in pugnacity, would 
go to the bowfin or grindle as 
it is more commonly called. 
This prehistoric throwback is 
built like a torpedo—and acts 
about as unmanageable on the 
end of a fishing line. The 
present-day ‘orm of this an- 
cient family of fishes is a 
voracious, hardy individual 
with a determination to live 


under any circumstances it 
may encounter. These fish 
reach a length of two feet or 
more and sometimes exceed 12 
pounds in weight 

Bowfins are not numerous in 
Missouri but they are fairly 
common in Bootheel sec- 


Mississippi , 
edibility is debatable but down 
in the Bootheel it is said, 
“Split their tails, bleed ‘em 
well, and fry ‘em while they 
are still kicking.’ 

A doughball or a worm on a 
small, stout hook will entice 
the No. 3 fighting species, the 
carp. Carp are native to Asia 
where they have been raised 
by the Chinese since 500 B.C. 
Their ability to propagate and 
crowd out other species has 
become a problem for the Con- 
servation Commission. Re- 
cently they have invaded the 
clear, spring-fed streams in the 


Ozarks in alarming numbers. | 
Giggers on the Current river | 


made limit catches last season 
but, according to the guides on 
that stream, carp still are to 


be found in great numbers and | 
it is believed they are crowd- | 


ing the more choice small- 
mouths from their natural 
habitat. Pound for pound and | 


area for area, carp are pres- 
ent in greater numbers and 
sizes than any other fish in 
Missouri. 


Epicures of Europe prefer | 
the carp to most any other | 


table fish. The carp does not 
rate as such a tasty dish with 
North American gourmets.

Potter had gone into 
the state with some warning of 
trouble, but still confidently ex- 
pecting an indorsement of Nixon 
by the state convention. 

IN. , the convention had 
been organized in advance for 
Goldwater by Roger Milliken, a 
rich textile manufacturer who 


was also the Senator’s host on} 


this occasion. Goldwater made 
one of his fire-and - brimstone 
speeches. The doors were closed. 
When they opened again, Gold- 
water departed with the delega- 
tion in his satchel. 

This bizarre episode is part of 
a pattern. Goldwater hopes for 
a favorite-son indorsement from 
his own state. The Nixon field 
workers will not be caught half- 
napping in Arizona, as they were 
in South Caroiina. Yet it is un- 
likely that Goldwater will be op- 
posed by Nixon on his home 
grounds, because this would seem 
high-handed. In North Dakota, 
however, still another move to 
win convention delegates for 
Goldwater was opposed with 
complete success.

Our civil and religious liberties 
are.inherent in the nature of man 
and the universe. ‘‘These rights,” 
to quote my Methodist Discipline,

in the fullest possible enjoyment of 
them.” 

Whatever judges or courts may 
say it is still morally wrong to ex- 
pose to public scorn and obloquy 
people who have done no wrong. It 
is Still right to meet in free and 
volufitary assembly without inter- 
ference to seek solutions to the 
problems that have to do with our 
peace and security. 

Freedom of conscience should be 
right in every land, I feel sure

The Wisconsin Primary 


The test of political strength in Wisconsin 
turned out to be a mixed bag from which the 
analysts will be plucking significent conclu- 
sions for some time to come. Senator Ken- 
nedy’s victory was decisive—but not decisive 
enough to propel his bandwagon at a much 
faster clip. Senator Humphrey’s loss was not 
severe enough to rule him out of the presi- 
dential sweepstakes. The Democrats out- 
voted the supporters of Vice President Nixon 
by more than two to one, but here again there 
were mitigating circumstances. Mr. Nixon did 
not campaign and he had no opposition. 


What the primary seems to mean, in sum- 
mary, is that Senator Kennedy remains the 
front-running candidate for the Democratic 
presidential nomination but that Mr. Hum- 
phrey is closer on his heels than many sus- 
pected. The Wisconsin results heighten the 
importance of the West Virginia presidential 
primary May 10, for here Mr. Humphrey will 
have certain advantages and Mr. Kennedy 
certain disadvantages that did not obtain in 
Wisconsin. Mr. Humphrey, exuberant in de- 
feat, described the Wisconsin battle as a 
“warmup.” Mr. Kennedy seemed disappointed. 


The big question in the primary was the 
extent to which the record number of voters 
were influenced by the fact that Mr. Kennedy 
is a Roman Catholic. The religious issue was 
not raised by either of the candidates, but it 
was injected into the campaign nevertheless 
and the results will be studied carefully by 
politicians and Democratic strategists. Mr. 
Kennedy’s chances for obtaining the nomina- 
tion will be reduced if in the eyes of the pro- 
fessionals his religion would be a handicap 
in the November election. 


Pending a more detailed analysis of the 
returns it appears that the “Catholic vote” 
was significant but not necessarily conclusive. 
The four congressional districts won by Hum- 
phrey, a Protestant, are considered to be pre- 
dominantly non-Catholic. Humphrey won by 
a margin of only five-to-four, however, in one 
district considered 80 per cent non-Catholic. 
Kennedy’s largest margins were in three dis- 
tricts considered most heavily Catholic; but 
he also won in three non-Catholic districts. 

This is the way the district-by-district re- 
sults show up in the light of distribution of 
the Catholic vote: 


First District: Non-Catholics probably con- 
stitute a majority of 65 per cent. Kennedy 
46,000, Humphrey 34,000. 


Second District: Non-Catholic majority 
probably more than 65 per cent. Humphrey 
53,000, Kennedy 50,000. 


Third District: Catholics weak, with non- 
Catholic voting strength perhaps as much as 
80 per cent. Humphrey 35,000, Kennedy 
28,000. 


Fourth and Fifth Districts (Milwaukee): 
Catholics constitute between 40 and 50 per 
cent of registered voters. Kennedy 146,000, 
Humphrey 89,000. 


Sixth District: Non-Catholic vote probably 
65 per cent or more. Kennedy 44,000, Hum- 
phrey 27,000. 


Seventh District: A possible slight non- 
Catholic majority. Kennedy 36,000, Hum- 
phrey 30,000. : 


Eighth District: Probable Catholic majority. 
Kennedy 59,000, Humphrey 23,000. 


Ninth District: Non-Catholics probably have 
75 per cent of voting strength. Humphrey 
39,000, Kennedy 28,000. 


Tenth District: Probably 65 per cent of 
voters are non-Catholic. Humphrey 32,000, 
Kennedy 28,000. 


Regardless of the finally-determined signifi- 
cance of the primary there has been one posi- 
tive effect. The hard but cleanly-fought battle 
gave the voters of Wisconsin and the country 
an opportunity to evaluate the candidates and 
the issues and begin formulating the decisions 
they will make later on. 


The Chink in SAC’s Armor 


Of the many defects revealed in the defense 
budget by Congressional scrutiny and public 
debate during the past three months, the most 
glaring is the delay in acquiring an airborne 
alert capability. Gen. Thomas S. Power, chief 
of the Strategic Air Command, in his latest 
appearance before Congress, told the Senate 
Appropriations Subcommittee that $571,000,- 
000 would be the first-year stockpiling cost 


for airborne alert capability. 


This cost would rise to $850,000,000 for the 
second year, he said. His testimony shows 
how ridiculously insufficient is the $85,000,- 
000 proposal by the Budget Bureau and the 
Administration for airborne alert capability. 

The missile age has made clear that fixed 
defenses, such as the bombers on their bases 
and launching sites full of intercontinental 
ballistic missiles, are sitting ducks for surprise 
attacks. But if, in a period of peril, a sizable 
fleet of big bombers were ordered aloft, the 
threat of quick retaliation could not be 
dismissed. 

Until anti-aircraft defenses cancel the 
manned bomber, SAC can not only act as a de- 
terrent but it also can allow time for the Pen- 
tagon to develop Polaris, Minuteman and 
other second and third generation missiles. 
Operating from mobile bases, they will be 
superior to the unwieldly Atlases and Titans 
crouched in their deep concrete pits and 
spotted on foreign military maps. 

There is still time for the military budget 
to be whipped into better shape.

For the Ozark Rivers 


The clear, fast-running, spring-fed mountain 
streams of the Ozarks have beauty which is a 
soothing and refreshing balm. Flowing by 
bluffs and forests, narrowing into frothy rap- 
ids and expanding into calm pools) the rivers 
are hospitable to the bass and the blue-gill. 
They are the contemplative angler’s delight. 
So the National Park Service is to be thanked 
for proposing to safeguard these streams in 
creating an Ozark Rivers National Monument. 

This is the outgrowth of a request made by 
Missouri to the Government in 1950, and ap- 
parently it is intended as a refinement of the 
plan proposed in 1956. Still under considera- 
tion in the Department of Interior, the new 
proposal ‘describes the features of the Cur- 
rent River, Jacks Forks and Eleven Point 
country—the hills, springs, caves, sinks and 
other scenic and scientific attractions. But 
its preliminary land-use and development plan 
is somewhat vague. 


About 113,000 acres—in narrow strips along 
the three rivers, except for a tract about nine 
by six miles in the Owl’s Bend-Blue Spring 
region—would be acquired. Included would 
be about 190 miles of the rivers from their 
source to the Arkansas line. 


The proposal recognizes the appeal of their 
“wildness.” It would leave the upper reaches 
relatively untouched. But the Park Service 
suggests camp grounds, picnic areas, boating 
facilities and riverside concessions as well as 
trails for horse-back riding and hiking to 
serve 800,000 added vacationers a year. Ad- 
ditional access roads and parking facilities are 
proposed, roughly at seven or eight-mile in- 
tervals. And much is made of the fact that 
the area is within a day’s drive for more than 
20,000,000 people. 

This suggests an intensive use which could 
change the present character of the rivers al- 
most as much as uncontrolled development. 
The rivers are best appreciated from a john- 
boat, but they do not have enough gravel bars 
to accommodate more than three boats—nine 
persons—to the mile. So it seems pointless 
to bring thousands to the area unless the 
many recreational possibilities away from the 


rivers are developed. Similar implications in 


the 1956 plan aroused widespread opposition. 

A comprehensive resources development 
plan for the rivers might well call for a na- 
tional park or monument as one of several 
projects. Indeed, converting the land along the 
rivers to public ownership may be the only 
way of controlling the area’s future develop- 
ment. But the purpose of a park or monument 
must be clear. If it is to preserve the Current, 
Jacks Fork and Eleven Point in a more or 
less natural state, then the development plan 
must be aimed at every point at that objec- 
tive. Can a wilderness be preserved by mak- 
ing it attractive to 800,000 people a year? 

The publication of this proposal should be 
conducive to a more thorough study of poten- 
tialities, and this should lead to a specific and 
suitable plan of preservation and develop- 
ment. But the area has deteriorated in the 
10 years since Missouri made its appeal to 
Washington. The thought of what may hap- 
pen in another 10 years without action is not 
happy-making.

New Service Cuts Prices for Consumers But Arouses Pharmaceutical Association

Massive purchases of drugs by mail 
may furnish the next combat area in 
the continuing series of controversies 
stirred by the high cost of health serv- 
ices.

More practically, the legality of the 
mail services has been questioned. 
“Getting down to the meat of it,”

“It is a question of interstate practice 
of pharmacy, which I think is illegal 
in its entirety.”” However, W. W. Good- 
rich, assistant general counsel for food 
and drugs, Department of Health, Edu- 
cation and Welfare, says complaints 
of illegal activities by mail-order phar- 
macies have not been proved. 

Drug prices in recent years have 
been rising faster than doctor bills. 
Recent Health, Education and Welfare 
data show that Americans in 1958, for 
the first time in history, spent more 
for drugs and medical appliances (4.4 
billion dollars) than for physicians’ 
services (4.3 billion dollars), and al- 
most as much as for hospital care 
(5.1 billion dollars), Short of unfavor- 
able court rulings—or a highly improb- 
able deflation of retail prices for drugs

ARE INTEGRATED 
AT GALVESTON 


ATLANTA, Ga., April 6 (AP)— 
‘Most downtown Galveston (Tex.) 
stores opened integrated lunch 
counters today while Nashville 
(Tenn) merchants studied a_bi- 
racial committee recommenda- 
tion that they desegregate part 
of their restaurant facilities. 

The moves were made in the 
face of growing racial tension in 
much of the South more than 
two months after the sit-downs 
started at Greensboro, N.C. One

Galveston Decision. 

Store managers and religious 
and civic leaders conferred in 
Galveston and announced it had 
been decided “‘it is in the best 
interest of the entire community 
to open lunch counters to all 
patrons.” 

At Nashville, the mayor’s bi- 
racial committee studying lunch 
counter sit-downs recommended 
that downtown stores refusing to 
serve Negroes desegregate a 
part of their restaurant facilities. 
The comittee said it felt integra- 
tion of part of the dining facili- 
ties would reduce racial tension 
and recommended the plan be 
subject to a 90-day trial period. 

The committee suggested also 
that cases against demonstrators 
be dismissed if the plan is ac- 
cepted by merchants and Ne- 
groes and if no sit-downs occur 
in the trial period. 

The report was sent to Mayor 
Ben West by Dr. C. M. Sarratt, 
vict chancellor emeritus of Van- 
derbilt University and chairman

7 INDIAN PARTIES 
WARN NERRUNOT 
TO YIELD 10 GhOU

NEW DELHI, April 6—Sixty- 
two members of Parliament 
have warned Prime Minister 
Nehru against “‘a surrender of 
any part of Indian territory” in 
his forthcoming talks with Pre- 
mier Chou En-lai of Communist 
China. 

The lawmakers told Nehru in 
a letter that the talks had been 
scheduled despite the opposition 
of “‘the predominant opinion of 
the Indian people.” It warned 
against any public functions or 
receptions in Chou’s honor. 


The letter, delivered to the 
Nehru Monday night, was made 
public by the signers yesterday. 

They included representatives 
of the seven parties in the Lower 
House that oppose the ruling 
Congress party. 

It was sent as plans were 
stepped up for protests against 
Chou’s visit. The Chinese Pre- 
mier is expected to arrive here 
April 19 and to leave April 25. 


The signers told newsmen that 
their parties would join in an 
anti-Chou rally two days before 
his arrival. A few hours earlier 
on the same day the right-wing 
Jan Sangh (People’s society), 
one of these parties, will stage 
demonstrations throughout India, 
including one in front of the 
Prime Minister’s residence. 

Jan Sangh, which holds four 
seats in the Lower House, has 
designated April 10 through 17 
as “‘no surrender week.” 

The Hindu Mahasabha (Great 
Hindu Society) an extremist 
group that holds only one par- 
liamentary seat, is the only or- 
ganization that announced plans 
to demonstrate while Chou is in 
New Delhi. It did not sign the 
letter.

I 
would like to ask you about fatigue tension. 

“I have a tightnes or drawing in the top @! my stomach, 
that seems to reach out toward my heart at tie end of the 
day. Sometimes it is more severe than at others. 

WORKING WOMAN.” 


I’m not sure that this is more common among ‘‘working 
people” than it is among people who have too little to do— 
and hence spend too much time worrying about themselves. 

But let’s just talk about hard workers. Such a condition 
has different terms meaning much the same thing: “fatigue 
tension,” or ‘anxiety,’ or “‘nervous exhaustion,” etc. 


A working woman, trying to hold a job and also 
keep house and help support a family, is up against no 
small task. This requires extra effort—getting the 
washing done, or cleaning the house or doing many 
other chores—when your entire system, including your 
nerves, wants to relax. It means using a weekend to 
toil rather than to rest or have some recreation. 


Some people are good organizers and get away with such 
a schedule very efficiently. Usually, however, such persistent 
drudgery makes us inefficient. The work gets ahead of us. 
Result: tension. 

Tension can manifest itself variously.. Gas, headaches, 
tightness of muscles, stomach cramps, oh, a lot of ways. It 
can be intensified by poor nutrition or irregular eating—so be 
careful to eat a balanced diet. Don’t skip breakfast or; 
lunch, either. That decreases efficiency, and fatigue and 
tension together come faster. 


Worry—worry over one’s health, or worry over the 
job, saps our strength. Meet a problem head-on and 
settle it if you can. A checkup by your doctor often 
pays valuable dividends just by assuring you that 
nothing is physically wrong, and you can stop burning 
up nervous energy in wondering whether perhaps 
something is amiss. A _ tense, aching neck and 
shoulders may relax when you reduce your toial 
burden of worry. 


A doctor is singularly able to know people in many walks 
of life. Believe me, some of the people we think we envy 


also have their battles with fatigue and tension. It’s human. 


nature to think that WE have the biggest troubles. We ALL 
have our strain and labor to cope with. 

If you can take a vacation, get more rest, do things.that 
are fun, that’s fine. It’s a way to,relax tension. Most of us 
can’t do that. But we may be able to change jobs, or get a 
little more sleep, or perhaps work like blazes for a few days 
and then arbitrarily relax for an évening or a weekend. 

Or—and this may be the hardest thing to do—sometimes 
we can settle down and talk to ourselves like a Dutch uncle. 
Tell ourselves that we can do only so much, and we’d better 
decide which things need to be done or worried about and 
which aren’t essential. Do the essential things; ignore the 
non-essential and don’t worry about ’em. Don’t let your 
conscience nag you because you don’t dé ’em.

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It Existed Long Before Rock ’n’ Roll; Example 
Of ‘Best-Selling’ Record That Wasn’t Even on Sale

THE MORALIST in the crowd 
held his martini glass up to the 
light, looking for a ray of sun- 
shine in this murky world. “A 
great many people,” said The 
Moralist, ‘‘do not understand 
why payola in TV and radio is 
wrong. These people are dement- 
ed, of course, but: there are a 
great many of them. Perhaps a 
history of payola would illustrate 
that it always has been a steal, 
at the public’s expense.” 


There is no reason to believe 
a history of payola will serve 
any such noble purpose. History 
is its Own worst enemy in any 
field, proving only that nobody 
wants to. learn anything from 
history. But The Moralist did 
have an engaging thought in the 
history of payola, if only as an 
excuse to wallow in old theater 
lore and contemporary radio and 
television gossip. 

Payola is not a blanket that 
covers all disk jockeys, any more 
than statesmanship crowns all 
senators. A recent Government 
count is that 255 disk jockeys 
received payola. Those 255 un- 
derstandably don’t want to hear 
any more about it but all honest 
disk jockeys sleep soundly while 
the talk raves on. 

Temptation does not limit it- 
self to disk jockeys, either. Pay- 
ola has a companion knave, 
plug-ola. That is the insertion of 
a brand-name or product in a 
column, a short story, a book 
or a television show for reasons 
of greed rather than realism, but 
payola ift the music field has 
seniority over plug-ola. 

In its present much-publicized 
form, payola is a method of em- 
bezzlement.. Radio disk jockeys 
have been the main practitioners 
and some of them still are, ac- 
cording to that excellent source 
of entertainment-business news, 
Variety. The Hollywood corre- 
spondent of Variety reported re- 
cently that several disk jockeys 
who had not received payola be- 
fore are demanding it now, try- 
ing to make up for lost opportu- 
nities. 

Payola is an embezzlement 
because the disk jockey was 
hired to play records and be- 
tween records deliver com- 
mercials for which the station 
was paid. When the disk jockey 
took money from record dis- 
tributors to play their records 
between the station’s com- 
mercials the disk jockey was 
embezzling air-time. He was 
using the radio station’s time 
and equipment to benefit his 
hidden employer, the _ record- 
seller with thousands of copies 
of a howling dog of a record to 
sell. 


This is not to infer that payola 
is a by-product of rock ‘n’ roll, 
pleasant as it would be to fix 
the blame for ‘such a sneaky 
corruption upon rock ‘n’ roll. 
Payola existed in the popular- 
music business long before rock 
‘n’ roll. However, rock ‘n’ roll 
did promote payola from the 
status of a minority vice to a 
graft that anyone could join. 
The entrance requirements were 
a microphone and a turntable. 


Competition among_ record 
companies made payola a wide- 
spread practice, beginning in the 
early 1950s. The recording in- 
dustry boomed after World War 
II but the boom sounds gen- 
erally were recognized § as 
music. When rock ‘n’ roll ap- 
peared the sounds were not so 
easily recognized as music. But 
it grew, by phony promotion, 
and a St. Louis music man tells 
a true, sad little story that il- 
lustrates all the major points at 
once. 

A distributor for a record 
company came to a St. Louis 
disk jockey, bearing a copy of 
a new .record. The distributor 
took the disk jockey out for a 
quiet afternoon of reasoning and 
cocktails. He pressed the new 
record upon the disk jockey. 


The disk jockey played the 
record that evening and under 
h's subtle promotion . the 
modest record became part- 
rocket. This very day, he said, 
it had mounted into the list of 
the Top Ten best-selling rec-

ords in St. Louis. The next 
day owners of record shops 
were answering demands for a 
copy of this latest best-selling 
record in St. Louis. But were 
the record-shop men happy? 
Were they pleased with this 
evidence of a disk jockey’s 
selling power? The ingrates 
were not. 


- They all had one petty com- | 


plaint—the record was not 
available, the first shipment 
had not yet arrived in St. 
Louis. They simply would not 
appreciate the esthetic beauty 
of this example of what could 
be done with a few cocktails, 
one record and some hot air 
on embezzled radio time. 


Such, insanity could exist, said 
the St. Louis music-man, because 


several years ago there were an | 


estimated 1000 labels in exist- 
ence. 
panies resorted to payola to 
compete with the major com- 
panies. Some of the major com- 
panies were not too big to learn 
from the little fellows, either, 
and they played the game. 


“There were at least 100 new 
releases a week during the rock 
’n’ roll peak,’’ the man said, 
“and the only way to get before 
the public with all the crazy 
names and unknown howlers was 
to pay the disk jockeys. The 
distributor generally was the 
pay-off man and the agreement 
was to play a specified record a 
specified number of times a day. 
Or a disk jockey would be on a 
company’s payroll and he would 
play as directed.” 


Men who know of the payola 
business in St. Louis would 
rather hang by their thumbs 
while listening to the collected 
works of Fabian than be quot- 
ed*by name. But they will re- 
call, anonymously, that payola 
began modestly here, with a 
suit of clothes or a topcoat. 
Then came wife-winning gifts, 
a dinner-ring or a coat. That 
always-final refinement, cash, 
just came naturally as the com- 
petition for air-time increased.

The national history of, payola 
and its origins has a moral kin- 
ship with the developments here 
—and dwelling upon the St. Louis 
situation before going on to the 
payola affairs of the nation is 
not provincial treatment, either. 
“St. Louis is one of the best 
cities in the country,” the au- 
thority said, ‘‘for putting records 
up in the wind and’ seeing how 
they take off.’’ That expression 
alone made the entrance to his 
confidence worthwhile. 

Nationally, and always, payola 
has been voluntary. Abel Green 
of Variety,-trying to get all the 
inquirers off his neck at once, 
did a biography of payola in 
Variety’s ‘‘Music” section. 

One dictionary credits Variety 
with the first usage of the word 
‘“‘payola” in 1939, Green wrote, 
but it is believed that Variety 
used the word prior to that year. 

Whenever the word first was 
used, ‘the practice is old. ‘‘Pay- 
ola was not invented by the 
chiselers, as with today’s. disk 
jockeys,” Green wrote, ‘‘but by 
the publishers who volunteered 
some recompense to insure a 
plug. As a matter of fact, in the 
1940s and 1950s when the burn-

ing yen for a ‘good record’ re- 
portedly caused music men to 
‘lay on the line’ sums from $1000 
to $5000 (depending upon -the 
rating of the star) with the ar- 
tist-and-repertory man suspected 
of being the ‘take’ guy, the pub- 
lishers still were the donors. 

‘‘Payola took several forms 
and in its broadest usage dates 
back to the turn-of-the-century 
and not just to the post-World 
War I period. Song-plugging is a 
concomitant part of the music 
business. 


“Today they’re organized as a 
union under the umbrella of 
Music Contact Employees Asso- 
ciation, but to the trade they’re 
still song-pluggers. As such they 
were notable for their generosity 
in grabbing a lunch-check, host- 
ing a headliner to two good ring- 
side seats, two-on-the-aisle for a 
hit show, etc. 


“The music business,”’ Green 
concluded, “is renowned for 
inventing, devising and per- 
fecting angles, subterfuges, 
cut-ins, rewards, fees, pay- 
ments, call it what you will— 
it’s still payola. Oren Harris 
merely gave this time-honored 
term neW renown—and no- 
toriety.”’ 


Oren Harris is the Congress- 
man from Arkansas in charge 


of the Government’s research on 


payola. Harris is chairman of 
the House Subcommittee on 
Legislative Oversight, a wonder- 
fully modest and somewhat mis- 
leading label for a congressional 
committee to wear into battle. 
Committee on Plugging Loop- 
holes would be more becoming. 
Harris has a big business to 
investigate. According to Down- 
beat Magazine the record com- 
panies last year did a $325,000,- 
000 business and their promotion 
included the positive thought that 
payola is not an unfair trade 
practice. One record company, 
leading the field in brass, has 
staunchly defended payola as a 
standard business practice. 


Dick Clark has been most 
prominent as an example of how 
it profits a man to have an in- 
terest in publishing firms and 
record-making companies, and 
meet himself coming and going 
by starring as a disk jockey. 
Prominence has not been flatter- 
ing to Clark lately but that is

NEW YORK, April 6. 

I WAS VERY MUCH SURPRISED the other day to be 
sent a clipping from a March 25 newspaper saying that 
“the Army asked Congress today to approve an increase in 
its budget next year for stepped-up development work on 
the chemical and biological weapons of war.”’ 

According to this clipping Maj. Gen. Robert J. Wood, 
deputy chief of the Army’s research and development pro- 
gram, says the Army feels it necessary to develop germ 
and gas warfare systems ‘“‘which can complement the nu- 
clear deterrent.” 


This seems to me unthinkable. We are becoming 
less and less civilized every day and also totally 
impractical. Spending large sums of money on a 
horrible type of warfare when already we have the 
certainty that bombs will bring complete destruction 
seems hardly necessary. 


Must we create more and more ways of destroying human 
beings? Is it really necessary to “complement the nuclear 
deterrent,” which can already give us complete annihilation 
and cannot deter anything? 


NOW LET US TURN to something a little more construc- 
tive. The National Association for Mental Health will launch 
its campaign for funds sometime between April 15 and May 
31. And this year the association will focus attention on doing 
away with mental illness. 


One person out of every 10, or some 18,000,000 in 
all, according to the association, need psychiatric care 
of some kind. To combat this situation the national 
association has 800 affiliates in 43 states and more 
than a million members and volunteers. 


This organization is determined to fight the mental ill- 
mess problem through research and treatment, and it feels 
that much can be done in the way of prevention if the 
public would be better informed on how it could help those 
who are threatened. 

May will be Mental Health Month and the national asso- 
ciation will be asking us for our support—and I hope we will 
recognize the importance of this campaign.
